In every division of construction and 
operation in the light and power industry 
costs have doubled in the past 16 years. 
Taxes have more than doubled in relation 
to revenues received. 

-These increased costs have not been 
passed on to the consumer. Because of a 
steady improvement in the art of gener¬ 
ating and distributing electricity, the cost 
to him has been reduced. 

In the lighting of his home, for 
example, he now uses lamps having a 
lighting efficiency 65 per cent greater 
than the lamps of 1914. The prices of 
these lamps have been reduced materially 
under pre-war prices. ^ 

In varying degree this is also'true uf 
other household appliances. If all these 
things are taken into consideration and 
added to the reduction in the cost of 
electric current itself, it may be said that 
the 1930 electric dollar is worth about 
four times the 1914 electric dollar.

Canadians are eating more meat 
and dairy products than formerly. 

There is an average consumption 
of 156 pounds of meat a year for 
each person, which is an increase of 
8 per cent over 1920. 

The general trend in ten years has 
shown a rapid increase in pork con¬ 
sumption and a small increase in beef 
and a decrease in the demand for 
mutton and lamb. 

The increase in consumption of 
pork is from 65 pounds to 82 pounds 
per capita and of beef from 50 
pounds to 65 pounds per capita. 

The total quantity of meat con¬ 
sumption anually is 20 per cent more 
than in 1920. 

In the same period Canadians have 
absorbed a 30 per cent increase in the 
production of milk and an increase of 
$11,000,000 in the imports of dairy 
products. 

The average Canadian family con¬ 
sumer in 1929 over nine-tenths of a 
beef, over two and half hogs, over 
four fifths of a sheep, seven fowls, 
three quarters of a turkey, half a 
goose and half a duck

The horse, it has been said, showed 
his sense by being afraid of automo¬ 
biles in the days when human beings 
were laughing at them. They did 
bring a long eclipse .upon him, but

“More teachers than there are 
schools.’’ 

This is said to be the unusual situ¬ 
ation in which the teaching profes¬ 
sion finds it*lf this summer. While 
it may not *Re literally true, yet un¬ 
doubtedly , there are many applicants 
for the desirable schools, and it is 
possible that a number of recent nor¬ 
mal graduates may have.to defer for 
a time, their dreams - of schools of 
I their own, and substantial pay 
cheques. 

It is a ■ situation which doubtless 
will re-adjust itself, but in the mean¬ 
time it may turn the attention of the 
Education Department toward a re¬ 
adjustment of the High School curri¬ 
culum. It has been rather taken for 
granted that most High School stud- 
j ents are entering the teaching pro- 
| fession. Preparation for other lines 
| of occupation may now receive more 
attention. - '' • 

The present surplus of teachers, 
j recalls to the memory, the similar 
though much more acute situation in 
I the East twenty-five or thirty years 
j ago. It was a situation which was 
responsible for the big rush of teach¬ 
ers to the halcyon West, and inciden- 
| tally accounts for a large proportion 
jof the mothers of the present genera- 
1 tion. 


Major General J. H. MacBrien, 
head of the Canadian Aviation Lea¬ 
gue, who has been fined $600 for al¬ 
leged failure to report his arrival in 
U. S. by plane, may have his penalty 
lifted. The matter has been brought 
before President Hoover who is in¬ 
vestigating. 

Major General MacBrien flew from 
Chicago and from there to St. Paul, I 
after notifying the former city cus-!

Because Chicago has not been 
designated as an official port of en- 1 
try no customs agent recorded his 1 
arrival. 

After reaching St. Paul General 
MacBrien said he made another ef¬ 
fort to report his entry, but local re¬ 
presentatives of an airways company 
said they could not find a customs 
agent. The next day, however, cus¬ 
toms agents took General MacBrien 
into the customs department where 
the fine was imposed and paid. 

A protest was written by a St. Paul 
friend to President Hoover, and the 
customs agent will be investigated.

To¬ 
day New Zealand claims the largest 
overseas trade of any country in the 
world. But with an area twice the 
size of England has to support only 
one million, five hundred thousand 
people. 

Slowly and surely she is being 
drawn into the curretnt of interna¬ 
tional life. Part of her early success, 
she owed to h 2 r ability to escape 
problems through isolaton. She is no 
longer isolated. Over her looms Asia, 
but to China, Japan and India she 
shuts her door. 

Her socialism may be based on the 
brotherhood of man, but this is in re¬ 
ality the brotherhood of Anglo-Sax¬ 
ons. Her heritage is largly Anglo- 
Saxon and her efforts to keep it so.

Prince lyesato Tokugawa, presi¬ 
dent of the Japanese House of 
Peers, and his son. Hon. Iyeg&so 
Tokugawa. Japanese Minister to 
Canada, met recently on board 
Canadian Pacific liner Bmpress of 
Russia. Ths Prince was on hts 
way to London to attend the inter¬ 
parliamentary Conference and took 
the opportunity to see his son who 
had come to Victoria from Ottawa 
to meet him. 


Three red Indian chiefs, in full na¬ 
tive dress, attended a meeting of 
members of all parties of the house, 
of commons with Fenner Brockway in 
the chair. The chiefs, who represent¬ 
ed the Confederacy of the Six Na¬ 
tions, Ontario,- had come to lay a 
complaint concerning the limflation 
of their territory and the use of trust 
funds which are in the hands of the 
Canadian government, and to ask for 
the government’s help. They pro¬ 
duced before the members a treaty 
signed by On. Holdemand, on behalf 
of George III in 1769, as well as the 
pipe of peace in silver then present¬ 
ed to- the Indians. It was decided to 
appoint a small committee to inquire 
into the chief’s grievances. When 
full investigation has been made, a 
further meeting will be summonded 
to consider what parliamentary ac¬ 
tion can be taken. 

Canada’s production of leather 
footwear in May, 1930, amounted to 
1,524,938 pairs, compared with 1,574,- 
i05 pairs In the preceding month, and 
1,688,350 pairs in the month of May, 
1929. Footwear for women aceourfl- 
ed for 46 per cent of the total output 
of May, 1930 and footwear for'men 
26 per cent., the remaining 28 per 
cent, being divided between footwear 
for boys, girls and children. 


DRY FARMING 


! Rains have been general through- 
; out the province during the past fort- 
| night, and have created a more opti- 
mistic outlook particularly in the 
| southern area where hot dry weather 
has caused damage to dry land cropsf 
On summerfallow and on irrigated 
land in the south, crops are good; 
those on spring prepared land will be 
light. 

In the central eastern part of the 
province fields which escaped serious 
damage from blowing and cut worms 
are making excellent progress. In 
many fields the stand is thin and pat 
chy and reseeded grain is late. There 
is, however, assurance of ample feed 
for livestock. 

Along the eastern half of the main 
line of the C.N.R. crops are good. 
North of this line, west of the C.P.R. 
from Edmonton to Calgary and in 
the Peace River district excellent con¬ 
ditions prevail. Plenty of warm wea- 
I ther to hasten maturity is all that is 
| required. “Grains in this area will 
j mature about seven days later than 
last year, while south of Calgary 
harvest will probably commence 
slightly in advance of the usual sea¬ 
son. 

Oats and barley are growing rapid- 
| ly and many heavy stands are seen. 
About fifty per cent, of oats are head¬ 
ed and practically all of the barley. 

Hail has been reported at a number 
of points; but does not exceed the av- 
erage. 

, Haying is in progress. Alfalfa is 
'■making a very heavy second growth. 
Pastures are in good condition. Sug¬ 
ar beets are doing well.

Hon. George Hoad ley is authority 


for the statement that the govern¬ 
ment is 'opposed to any importations 
of harvest workers from eastern 
Canada or the United States and it 
has-. jbeen agreed with the railways 
that no excursions will he run this 
fall, as has been done in previous 
years. 

As a precaution, however, in case 
the crop turns out hotter than ex¬ 
pected, it has also been agreed with 
the railways that excursion rates will 
apply from British Columbia, if re¬ 
quired, hut this arrangement is to be 
made use of only for such supplies of 
labor as the provincial employment 
service defnitely asks for. 

"We expect to be able to take care 
of the crop,” says Mr. Hoadley, 
“with our own men, all the reports 
indicating that there are already in 
the province enough people to meet 
our likely harvest time requirements 
Our policy will be to employ first 
the men now here, and if any more 
are needed they will be drawn from 
coast points. There will he no excur¬ 
sion from elsewhere.

; ferred with considerable ceremony, 
many titled individuals being on the 
platform and "capping” performed, 
by Sir Thomas Holland. 

Dr. Macaulay in response stated 
that though born in Canada, his blood 
i was Scottish. He thanked them for j 
the privilege of becoming identified | 
1 with the great seat of learning, the 
I University of Edinburgh. He spoke 
1 of his special interest in the field of 
animal genetics. 

i One endowment of 1100 pounds an: 

' nually is devoted to the Macaulay 
Lecturship. The other endowment 
i brings 3000 pounds annually. 

This information comes from the 
North British Agriculturist and has 
been given little or no prominence in 
; Canadian publications. 

While the honor conferred on Dj:. 
Macaulay is great, there is bound to 
! rise in the minds of Canadians a re- 
■ gret that his benefactions should find 
their mark so far outside his native 
heath. 

J Dr. Macaulay, is stated as saying 
that he is Canadian born. 

It is regretable to other Canadians 
to realize that the study of animal 
genetics in Scotland should have had 
a stronger appeal for him than Can¬ 
adian efforts in research, or than 
any other of the struggling aspira¬ 
tions of a new country. 

It is possible that Dr. Macaulay’s 
benefactions to various phases of Can 
ail i an life have been great. There is 
no information to hand on this mat¬ 
ter. Even so, it is in Canada that his 
wealth has been made, and the ap-: 
peal of his native land, one would 
think would take precedence over all 
other lands. 

There are in our own country so 
many individuals to be helped, so 
many philanthropic causes crying out 
for assistance, so many fields of Can¬ 
adian research which, given financial 
easement, would benefit the whole 
Dominion. One would wish that all 
the rich men of Canada, who have 
made their wealth out of Canada 
would practise in their benefactions 
the principle of “Canada First and 
Always.”

An article from an Ontario ex¬ 
change on the various methods of 
wheat stooking, recalls- Jo Western 
minds, the little eastern fields with 
their orderly rows of stooks, which 
have not changed with the years. The 
article^says: “No doubt there are 
many who remember the old fashion¬ 
ed farmers who a few years ago, 
cradled a wide path round their wheat 
fields and bound the swath-by hand, 
before starting the binder into the 
field. 

Nowadays, some farmers, particu¬ 
larly new comers from foreign parts, 
stook in round bunches with cap 
sheaves. Many stick to the establish¬ 
ed practice of setting stooks north 
and. south, so the forenoon sun can 
dry out the east side and the after¬ 
noon sun the west side. This is the 
English rule, apparently, north and 
south, twelve sheaves to a stook, with 
out cap sheaves. Whether there is 
virtue in this method is not known, 
but it gives good results. 9 

Today there is not so much system 
in farming, "and the short cuts are 
the most desirable. Time saved is 
usually a major advantage, but there 
may even be “best methods in stook¬ 
ing.”

Dominion Continues Unimpressed by 

Great Men and Great Resources 

Before we settle down to weather 
and crops and the simple life, and 
take our eyes off the large horizon, it 
may be fitting to hear what the New 
York Times has to say about our 
country. The remarks were prompt¬ 
ed primarily by a review of Leslie 
Roberts’ book “These be Your Gods,” 
which treats of the foremost Cana¬ 
dian figures in contemporary times, 
The Times says: “No country of 
equal commercial importance with 
the Canada of today is anything like 
as unconscious of her own greatness. 
On the completion of the Wellancf ca¬ 
nal which vies with the Panama as an 
engineering triumph, the American 
Minister at Ottawa, remarked on na¬ 
tional apathy to this achievement. 
Canadians have been called a “debt¬ 
paying” people implying a sober 
steadiness that can accomplish won¬ 
ders. They are launching and con¬ 
ducting great enterprises while re¬ 
maining unaware of anything unusual 
„ Happily prosperous and busy open¬ 
ing mines and exporting wheat, they 
are not, greatly impressed by mere 
size, individual wealth nor high posi¬ 
tion. Honest and able men may be 
liked and respected but the worship¬ 
ful public is Wanting. An estimate 
of public men as viewed by Leslie 
Roberts places “the shy Dr. Ranting, 
discoverer of insulin” as being as 
near to a hei’o as. any other Canadian 
character. 

E. W. Beatty, president of the C.P. 
R. holds the world’s biggest job, but 
few know or care. 

Sir Henry Thornton, a great hulk 
of a man who likes to work in his 
shirt-sleeves, in face of all sorts of 
propaganda, took hold of five com¬ 
peting bankrupt railroads and made 
the Canadian National “the nation’s 
asset.” 

R. R. Bennett, a bachelor, a mil¬ 
lionaire lawyer and ‘deeply religious' 
is appraised as a .diplomat with a 
flair for a well turned platitude. 

MacKenzie King, also a bachelor, 
is leader of his party, because he 
“knows how to make decisions” and 
in ten years “lias-twice or thrice'turn¬ 
ed sure defeat to victory by masterly- 
strategy.” 

Dunning of the Budget, has lived a 
“success” epic, having come to Sas¬ 
katchewan as an immigrant at 17. 

Sir Henry Holt is described as‘“the 
arch croupier . of the .last half cen¬ 
tury.” 

Parliament has seen no magnetic- 
picturesque figure to rouse such love 
or curiosity as Laurier.
